Systematic fraud in selling over and 
over a worthless tea and coffee route 
is coarged against H. E. Kissinger, 
whose examination on a charge of 
having obtained money by false pre- 
tenses was begun before Justice Sum- 
merfield yesterday. 

He is accused of a swindle, which is 
not large in each transaction, but in 
the aggregate is declared to have been 
worked on a gigantic scale. 

Through catchy advertisements he 
is alleged to have caught the eyes of 
the innocent and caused taem to visit 
him. Once within the portals of his 
office, they are said to have been hope- 
lessiy entrapped. None left without 
giving up from $25 to $500 as part pay- 
ment or settlement in full for a tea 
and coffee route.

Preliminaries in Probate of Late 
Cattle Magnate Disposed of by 
Judge Rives and Widow is‘ Ap- 
pointed Administratrix of Property. 
Many Bequests to Relatives. | 


The proceedings preliminary to the 
distribution of about half a million 
dollars in the form of bequests to 
relatives and friends by Thomas B. 
Tomb, were taken in Judge Rives's 
court, yesterday, when Maria G. 
Tomb, the widow. was appointed ad- 
ministratrix of the estate which, ac- 
cording to conservative estimates, 
amounts to more than $2,560,000. The 
widow was nominated as administra- 
trix in the will of Tomb, and she quali- 
fled without bond. 

The testator was one of the 
wealthiest men who have recently come 
to Los Angeles, to make this city their 
home. He was a pioneer in the Kan- 
sas City and Omaha tle pusiness 
and he amassed a fortune nieasured 
in the millions. When he died it was 
found that in addition to caring for 
his wife sufficiently that he willed 
unusually large amounts of money to 
his kin, many of whom reside in Ohio. 

One of the features in the case is 
that there is no ition on the part 
of anybody to ject to the closing 
up of the great estate, under the 
terms of the- last will of Tomb, and 
there will not be the sign of any sort 
of a contest. It is also true, that 
within a short time, every dollar be- 
queathed to relatives and friends of 
Tomb will be paid, there being plenty 
of cash 

The estate consists largely of real 
estate situated in various eastern 
cities, and stocks and bonds that are 
of the gilt-edge variety, so that there 
will be no nécessity of disposing of 
any of the holdings for the payment 
of the items in the will.

OW FOR THE SENATE. 

The President is to be heartily congratulated 
on the success he has achieved in bringing the 
members of the House of Representatives into line 
in sufficient number to pass the administration 
railroad bill. It goes through the House with a 
handsome majority and substantially as the admin-

While congratulating the President on achieving 
this success in such a pacific way, we do not mean 
to put our indorsement unqualifiedly upon the new 
law. It has been evident all the time that there 
was a good deal of room for difference of opinion 
on some of the propositions in the bill. The effect 
of some of them will only be known after they are 
tried. Our objection was to the conceited obstinacy

The banking power of the world is estimated at 
$45,750,200,000. Of this, $17,642,700,000 is in the 
United States, and New York City claims 64,553, 
700,000 of this, nearly 10 per cent. of the banking 
power of the world. 

A year ago the total stock of money in the 
United States was $3,378,800,000. Of it all, 61,862, 
900,000, or over 40 per cent., was in the banks 
doing duty as reserve against commercial and 
other deposits, and of this nearly $500,000,000 was 
in the banks of the city of New York. That is, 36 
per cent. of all the money in all the banks and over 
14 per cent. of all the money in the country, in the 
treasury, in banks and in the hands of private in- 
dividuals was held in New York City. The reserves 
of the New Lerk banks are greater than the joint 
stock banks of Londen, and this stock of money 
is nearly equal to all the money in Austria-Hun-

TRESPASS ALLEGED. 
J. H. Fieming has sued Dr. A. W. 


Morrill for $1000 damages. Dr. Morrill 


is .entomologist for the Territorial 
Horticultural Board, and Mr. Fleming 
is a nurseryman, who lately imported 
several carloads of orange trees from 
Florida. It was understood that the 
shipments were absolutely condemned 
by the Horticultural Board and that 
rmission to sell and to plant was 
enied. Later.it was announced that 
some of the trees were permitted to 
be planted, if cut off a few i. hes 
above the bud and the remainder of 
the plant treated with germicides. 

Whatever the agreement arrived at, 
Fieming alleged that Dr. Morrill, ac- 
companied by a District Inspector 
and a couple of workmen, entered 
Flemins's grove and began pulling up 
trees that had formed a part of a 
previous and approved shipment. On 
the basis of this alleged trespass, 
damages are sought. 

RECLAMATION MATTERS. 

In the Roosevelt reservoir now is 
stored 200,000 acre feet of water, a 
supply believed to be ample to insure 
against drought in the Salt River Val- 
ley this summer. The total capacity 
of the reservoir is about seven times 
the quantity now held. 

Reclamation Service engineers are 
investigating conditions in the shal- 
jlow- water district south of Tempe, 
where water has risen through irri- 
gation till it is from one to five feet 
from the surface. It is proposed to 
install great pumps on these half-sub- 
merged lands, the water flowing off 
in canals to points where it can 
again be raised for the irrigation of 
valuable lands along the southern 
hills, where scores of homesteads 
have been taken up. 

BREVITIES. 

Congressman Ralph H. Cameron has 
introduced a bill enlarging the cost 
limit of the new Phoenix government 
building from $140,000 to $200,000. The 
Supervising Architect of the Treas- 
ury Department has announced that 
construction work will probably begin 
this fall. 

The Centerfreze. Ice Company of 
Arizona is the title of a new corpora- 
tion, organized in Phoenix by Frank 
W. Kinne, Rufus A. Davis and Mamie 
. Davis, all of Low Angeles. The 
capitalization is $4,000,000. 

Showing the high esteem in which 
Arizona securities are held, an issue 
of $17,000 bonds lately made by the 
Osborn school dstrict, north of Phoe- 
nix, has been sold to the Security 
Trust Company of Detroit at a pre- 
mium of $1198.50. James H. Adams & 
Co. of Los Angeles offered a premium 
of $743.60. 

George S. Rogers of Los Angeles is 
in Phoenix, preparing for the ship- 
ment to the coast of a carload of a 
peculiar earth, found near Goddard, 
north of this city, remarkable for its 
high value as a cleansing agent. The

Cancér Cures. 
Dr. Eugene Hodenpy! of Brooklyn 


has had a number of re¢overies of can- } 


cer patients by venous infusion, or 
direct injection of a dropsical fluid 


and he will soon 60 to Europe to pre- 
sent the facts of his discovery to va- 
rious medical bodies with whom he 
has been in correspondence. Some 
months ago it occurred to him that 
the strange and unexplained recovery 
of one of his women patients, who 
had been expected to die of cancer. 
might be due to the action of the 
dropsica] fluid, large quantities of 
which were being removed from the 
woman's body at regular intervals. 
Experiments, first with mice, and then 
with human betnes suffering from can- 
cers in an advanced stage, showed 
that this fluid eontains properties 
Which arrest and destroy cancerous 
growths. In every one of the forty- 


tumors have either become smaller or 
disappeared altogether. Several vears 
must pass before it will appear wheth- 
er the cures are permanent. 

Dr. G. B. Massey of Chicago has 
been demonstrating at the London 
Cancer Hospital an electrical cure of 
cancer. He pierced cancerous tissue 
with three zinc needles coated with 
mercury. He then turned on an elec- 
trical current of 
Soon the cancer bleached and then 
shriveled. ~ The needles were next 
placed in healthy tissue surrounding 
the cancer, destroying the outlying 
colonies of cancer germs, and the lines 
of dissemination were electrically de- 
stroyed. The cancer’s actual growth 
was thus killed, and a zone of reac- 
tion formed around the seat of the 
disease. 

Synthetic Sapphires. 

Isaac H. Levin, a young. American 
who has been working tn Paris under 
the direction of Prof. A. Verneull, is 
reported to have succeeded in produc- 
ing synthetic sapphires, which possess 
all the chemical and physical proper- 
ties of the natural gem. His associate, 
Prof. Verneutl, it will be remembered, 
discovered the synthetic ruby, which 
the Academy of Sciences finally adopt- 
ed in 1903, thereby giving rise to a 
large industry th France and in parts 
of Germany. The synthetic sapphire 
contains 98 
it is sometimes called, When this fs 
colorless and crystallized it is known 
as corundum. The sapphire resists the 
action of acids, and is the hardest of 
all stones except the diamond. If 
light be permitted to pass through it 
in a certain way two spots of differ- 
ent colors are seen. For a long time 
the color of the sapphire was a mys- 
tery, but the discovery made by the 
young American establishes the fact 
that titanium and iron are the cause 
of the blue tint. 

Conductivity of Insulators, 

A German society; upon making an 
investigation into the conductivity of 
electric insulators recently, found the 
followifig facts. to be true: Hard rub- 
ber and gutta percha are similarly af- 
fected by light, the latter in a leas 
degree than the former, particularly 
by ultra-violet rays, chemical action 
apparently taking place on the insu- 
lators’ surface, thus producing a con- 
ductive coating. Paraffine and seal- 
ing wax, though also lightly. affected 
by light, become broken down by 
moisture. Wood, also a good insulat- 
or when perfectly dry, becomes more 
or less conductive when moistened. 
Glass cannot be depended upon for 
evenly distributed 
same rod of glass contains points of 
highly varying conductivity. Gene- 
rally it was found that the Insulating 
properties cf materials vary inversely 
as the temperature. 
the temperature of the insulator its 
conductivity increases and its insu- 
lating properties decrease, the reverse 
being true when an inaulator is 
cooled. These facts are of extreme 
value and will probably affect future 
manufacturing of insulators.

FIGURES ON COMET. 


Prof. George E. Hale, director of the 
Carnegie Solar Observatory has given 
out several facts regarding the Hal- 
ley’s comet not heretofore officially 
made public, as coming from the Mt. 
Wilson observatory. In an interview 
yesterday he said: “Halley's comet 
was nearest the sun on April 20. At 
that time it was 54,000,000 miles from 
the sun. Since that time it has been 
moving away from the sun and toward 
the earth. It will be nearest the earth 
on the 18th inst., when it will be 14,- 
360,000 miles distant. On that date the 
comet will pass between the earth and 
sun at about 6 o'clock, Los Angeles 
time. It will require about fifty min- 
utes for the nucleus of the comet to 


make its transit. 
“During the time the comet 


between the earth and sun the earth

tall ot the comet. At present the tail 
is between 20,000,000 and 25,000,000 miles 
long and at a distance of 15,000,000 
miles from the head of the comet, At 
the point the earth will pass through 
the tail, the diameter of the tail is 
about 5.000, 00 miles. Of course as the 
comet moves away from the sun the 
tall becomes smaller, but from present 
calculations it will take the earth 
arout ten hours to pass through the 
tail.

Riley Company, the California. Citrus 
Union, the Heath & Coltrin Company 
and the Savoy Packing House. 
That there will be 100 cars shipped 
this week by the combined shippers

The season's output for the Covina 
district will be about 735,000 boxes.
